GUARDS TO BE POSTED 
IN ATLANTA OFFICE 


Men Went on Duty Last 
Night, With Orders 
“Shoot to Kill If Nec- 
essary.”

Washington, November 8.—With 
orders to shoot to kill if necessary to 


‘prevent mail robberies, 1,000 marines 


were ordered to duty today as guards 
of mail trains and trucks and at 
postoffices in fifteen cities. The men 
will be armed with pistols and saw- 
ed-off shotguns, Postmaster-General 
Hays announced after a conference 
with Major General Lejeune, com- 
mandant of the marine corps. The 
marines are to be replaced eventually, 
he said, by a special force recruited 
from the postal service. 
Arrangements forthe services of 
the marines, the postmaster-general 
said, were made with the secretary 
of the navy. The matter was dis- 
cussed at today’s cabinet meeting, and 


President Harding is said to have ex- 
fpressed approval of Mr. Hays’ 


plan 
to check looting of the mails. 
Three Suspended. 

The postmaster-general also an- 
nounced that as a result of the recent 
New York robbery, orders had been 
issued suspending from the service 
three New York postoffice officials— 
Elijah M. Norris, superintendent of 
mails; Henry Lippman, superintend- 
ent of registry, and Walter S, Mayer, 
superintendent of money orders. 

Investigation of the New York rob- 
bery, Mr. Hays declared in a formal 
statement, will be continued, “as the 
matter has not yet been sufficiently 
developed to enable us to know defi- 
nitely whether or not there are oth- 
ers guilty of definite dereliction of 
duty.”’ The robbery, he added, “should 
have been and could have been pre- 
vented.” 

Some of the marines, General Le- 
jeune said, would board trains to- 
night, and within twenty-four hours 
would be on guard on practically all 
trains in the country carrying valua- 
ble mail. Men for duty in the east, 
south and central west, he said, would 
come from the marine corps post at 
Q@uantico, Va., while those for sery- 
ice in the west would report from San 
Diego and Mare Island, Cal. 

Cities for Duty. 

Among the cities to which they will 
be sent for duty are Boston, New 
York, Philadelphia, Cleveland, Rich- 
mond, Atlanta, Chicago, St. Louis, 
Minneapolis, Kansas City, Dallas, San 
Francisco and Los Angeles. 

Telegrams were dispatched tonight 
by the postoffice department instruct- 
ing postmasters and postal inspectors 
at these points to co-operate with the 
guards. 

Declaring that it was proposed to 
protect the United States mails “to 
the last postal card regardless of cost 
and sacrifice,”” Mr. Hays said he want- 
ed it known that the postoffice depart- 
ment had declared “open warfare on 

the crooks and bandits of the coun- 
try.” 
Record for Eighteen Months. 

During the twelve months ended 
last April 9, according to Mr. Hays, 
a total of $6,300,000 was stolen from 
the mails, but in the six months fol-

Of ‘Murder Farm 
Found in Pond 


Discovery of Skeleton Brings 
Number of Bodies Recov- 
ered to Thirteen. 


An aftermath to the famous John 
S. Williams “murder farm” case de- 
veloped Tuesday night when it was 
learned that another skeleton, believed 
to be that of one of the planter’s sons’ 
alleged victims, had been discovered in 
a pond a short distance from the Wil- 
liams home in Jasper county. This 
discovery brought the number of bod- 
ies recovered as a result of the kill- 
ings to thirteen. 

While the skeleton was found al- 
most ten days ago, when the waters 
of the pond had receded and left the 
bones near one of the banks, no re- 
ports of the discovery have been made 
public through the newspapers, but 
when county officials in Monticello 
were asked concerning the rumor given 
The Constitution by an officer in At- 
lanta, they verified the discovery. 

The officials stated that it was im- 
possible to identify the skeleton, but 
said they believed it to be that of one 
of the negroes alleged to have been 
killed by Williams’ sons. Marvin, 
Leroy and Huland Williams now are 
under indictments for murder, but 
have been missing since a short time 
after the first bodies were found on 
the Williams farm. 

Three Indictments. 

Marvin Williams stands _ indicted 
for the murder of John Singleton in 
April, 1918. This crime is believed 
to have been the first of the long se- 
ries of killings. The skeleton of this 
negro was discovered in the pond, ac- 
cording to testimony given the Jasper 
county grand jury when it investi- 
gated the “murder farm” case. 

A negro called “Blackstrap” was 
alleged to have been shot by Charlie 
Chisholm, who was later killed, under 
orders of Huland Williams, in the fall 
of 1920 on the “Kelly place” of the 
Williams farm. His body was thrown 
into the pond. 

Both Leroy and Marvin Williams 
were indicted for killing a negro called 
“Tron Jaw” on the “Kelly place” in 
the summer of 1920. This body also 
was said to have been thrown into 
the pond. Since these two bodies are 
the only ones known to have been 
thrown into the pond and still miss- 
ing, officials believe the skeleton re- 
cently recovered to be that of 
the negroes. 

No search will be made for the oth- 
er body, the authorities stated. A cor- 
oner’s inquest was held over the skel- 
eton and it was buried by the county. 
Fourteen or more negroes are alleged 
to have been killed on the plantation. 

Williams Serving Sentence. 

John S. Williams is now in the Ful- 
ton county tower, where he is serving 
a life sentence, having been convicted 
of murder of one of his employees by 
the Newton county superior court. 
Clyde Manning, negro farm boss, who 
confessed that he aided Williams in a 
number of the murders and_ who 
pointed out the graves of the victims, 
also is serving a life sentence. So- 
licitor General A. M. Brand, of the 
Stone Mountain circuit, prosecuted 
both cases. 

There are eight indictments charg- 
ing murder against Williams in Jas- 
per county and one more in Newton. 
He has not been placed on trial on 


any of them. A motion for a new trial 
is now pending in the state supreme 
court, following Judge John B. Hutch- 
eson’s refusal to grant the petition 
in the superior court.

So suc- 
cessful has he been in securing im- 
munity from interference that he 
and all his fellows might well be 
catalogued with the privileged 
class.

| ‘The Poppy and the Daisy 


(from The Savannah News.) 

The American Legion has adopted 
the daisy as the ofticial flower of 
that organization—and the daisy will 
take the place of the poppy. It 1s 
as it should be. In adopting the 
daisy the Legion gave good and suf- 
ficient reasons: That the daisy is an 
American flower, an all-American 
flower, kmuown and _ found in all 
parts of the United States, where- 
as the poppy is less ubiquitous, less 
familiar and more difficult to ob- 
tain than the daisy. There ig a 
deeper significance than the utili- 
tarian and practical circumstances, 
The selection of a “flower,” an “of- 
ficial flower” is a matter of senti- 
ment, after all—entirely. Except for 
the fine associational sentiment of 
such an action there would be no 
fragrance, no color, no meaning. 
To be sure, this symbolic, sentimen- 
tal significance ot the’special flow- 
er attached with a peculiar force 
to the “poppy’’—that added just the 
subtle something eternal to IFlan- 
ders field. Nothing can take the 
place of the poppy—that Flanders 
field poppy: just as nothing can 
ever take the place of that fraught 
sector of time which took in the 
throbbing events that marked for 
all the a:res the fields on which the 
poppies blew. Because the poppy 
was in that association distinctive, 
characteristic, significant—let some 
other flower be the official flower 
of the American Legion. Exeept 
for this association, the “poppy” was 
unfortunate—because it has in it 
the depression of the dulling, dark- 
ening hour. of hush and hurt, it 
helds in it the poison and the pang, 
the unnatural sleep, the stupefac- 
tion of a drug: its color is not the 
fadeless hue; its deep qualities have 
too much to do with phantasies and 
abnormalities in dreams and deliri- 
um.

| HEALTH TALKS | 


PEP VERSUS PAUNCH. 

An eminent all-around _ specialist, 
that is to say, a specialist on nearly 
everything from the level of the 
thyroid cartilage to the level of the 
greater trochanters, if you are up on 
anatomy, remarks in a terribly dull 
paper on paunch that “the more in- 
telligent woman will wear a suitable 
supporting corset to overcome this 
sagging of the abdominal wall.” 

It is certainly strange how iong it 
takes old doctors, sometimes, to learn 
new treatments. This one has it all 
wrong. It is the unintelligent woman 
who resorts to corsets and other 
splints or casts to do the work the 
muscles ought to do. It is the more 
intelligent woman, nowadays, who dis- 
cards corsets, or depends upon them 
as little as possible considering her 
past errors in hygiene. 

I gather, from a more or less curs- 
ory, but withal not profane, estimate 
of the last 20,000 complaints I have 
heard, that the hateful slacker flesh 
accuthulates first about the belly, 
loins and hips. Right where the cor- 
set gets in its deadly work, which is 
the production of atrophy, of the mus- 
cles whose proper function the corset 
takes up. I suppose the deadly old 
doctor I have just quoted would ad- 
vise the woman who has _ physical 
means of support to wear a corset 
to overcome this weakness.

rubber pill around a pasture lot every 
day, for that costs about a dollar a 
drive. Exercise will never become a 
complete success until someone dis- 
covers how to extract the active prin- 
ciple and market it in tablets. 

I hate it myself just as cordially 
as any other lazy fellow does. I love 
to sit in a comfortable office chair 
and tell other lazy fellows how they 
should take sufficient exercise every 
day. I haven’t time to do all the 
things I say folks should do every 
day. I’d be a queer doctor if I were 
to take all my own medicine, wouldn't 
I? But I take my medicine, just the 
same, enough to keep me fit. If I 
am unable to get in the six miles of 
oxygen on the hoof, then I make up 
by forcing my.complaining flesh to 
go through a very thorough series of 
room gymnastics, all the movements 
of the Brady symphony and several 
additional stunts. And once the bit- 
ter taste of the dose is over with, the 
effect is certainly worth while. It 
keeps one feeling fine. It prevents 
the grumps, the glooms, the willies 
and all that list of unpleasant symp- 
toms of auto-intoxication or unburn- 
ed pabulum and unoxidized wastes. 

Ptosis or sagging of organs, due to 
atrophy or wasting or weakness of 
the belly muscles and other supporting 
muscles, is a sin, not a disease, and 
a shame, not a misfortune. It is the 
penalty of two big mistakes: 
wearing artificial supports not pre- 
scribed by one’s doctor, and (2) ignor- 
ing the little matter of daily exercise 
as a health preserver.
